it.  is,  there  is  usually  a  game  suited 
to  every  boy  and  girl  who  is  of 
average  strength  and  without  or¬ 

ganic  trouble. 

I 'am  glad  to  urge  more  college 
people  to  play  golf  because  of  the 
added  sunshine  arid  fresh  air  they 
will  enjoy.  I,  know  that  an  increase 
in  interest  and,  participation  in  golf 
in  the  colleges  will  bring  much  hap¬ 
piness  and  health  to  collegians. 
When  I  think  of  the  enjoyment  and 
comfort,. I  have  received  from  golf, 

I  can  heartily  congratulate  the  col¬ 
lege  boys  and  girls  who  have  de¬ 
termined  to  play  it  themselves. 

A  game  that  can  provide  outdoor 
recreation  for  young  ^nd-'old,  for 
men  and  women  is  worth’  cultiva¬ 
ting.  It  is  worth  something,  just  to 
see  the  beautiful  colors' of  a  golf 
course. 

Gold  is  a  game, of  surprise',  it  has 
a  long  history  of  peculiar  perfor¬ 
mance  of  the  little  white:-ball, 

The  college  ,  boy  who  expects  to 
succeed  at  any  sport  must  not  be 
easily  discouraged,  for  there  must 
be  practice  and  then  more  , practice. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the '  earlier  one 
begins  to  play  golf  the  better,  and 
then  after  the  beginning  it  is  pract¬ 
ice,  practice.  The  greatest  obstacle  to 
golf  in  college  is  the  fact  that  it 
takes  a  long  time  to  becoirie  skill¬ 
ful,  and  the  youth  who  expects,  to 
flash  .brilliantly  before,  the.  public 
eye  and-  astound -his  fallow  •8lu4efit*«‘ 
finds  himself  struggling,  vallantiy 
with  various  technical  points  of  the 
game. 

It  is  equally  true,  however,  that 
the  promising  young  golfer  must 
be  provided  with  an  occasional  vic- 
’  tory  to  keep  his  heart : up.-.  I., have 
seen  boy  golfers  lose  their -youth  in 
one  night,  and  ever  thereafter  they 
played  with  the  seriousness  of  anx¬ 
ious  men. 

If  one  finds  himself  .  physically 
,  and  mentally  inclined  towards  golf, 
he  will  be  rejoiced  tp  find  that  his 
choice  has  given  him  a .  life-rlong 
sport,  a  game  to  be  enjoyed  from 
youth  to  old  ago.  ... 

To  those  who  have  never  played 
the  game,  I  would  say.,  begin,  now. 
Lay  at  once  a  solid  foundation  for

game  not.  only  a  time  of,  joyous  ex¬ 
ercise  .when  the,  air  .is  sweet,  but  a 
sure  solace  In  time  of  trouble.

Book  Review 


"A  NEW.  DESIGN.  FOR  WOMEN’S 
EDUCATipN”  by  Cp.nstancp  War¬ 
ren,  President  of  .Sarah  Lawrence 
College  (Stokes— $2.00). ,. 

Sarah  Lawrence  College,  has.  been 
the  center  of  much  discussion  Jn  the 
educational  world,  Because  of  ,,lts 
radically  different  approach,  some 
have  .questioned  its, real  .value  as 
an  institution  of  learning.  Perhaps  its 
best  known  contributions  are,,  its 
standards  of  no  inarks,  no  lectures, 
no  examinatipins,  no  textbopks,  and 
extremely  liberal  social  regulations, 
But, students  who  have  deduced  that 
because  of  those  liberalities,  Sarah 
Lawrence  would ,  be  a  “crip"  are 
wrong — and  this  book  by  Constance 
Warren,  its  President,  shows  why. 
The  story  of  what  makes  fhe  wheels 
go  around  in  this ,  modern,  progres¬ 
sive  school  is  fascinating  and  told  in 
readable  style.  , 

Principle  plan  In  Sarah  Lawrence’s 
platform  seems  to  be  individualized 
training.  The  curriculum  Is  built 
around  the  abilities  and  interests  of 
each  student,  special  -advisers  and 
projects  Instead  of  standard  require¬ 
ments  leading  to  what  is  called 
"Custom-Built”  education.  Guiding 
aim  seems  to  be  to  make  the  college 
serve  the  student  and  her  Individual 
development.  The  problem  of  dis¬ 
cipline  isn’t  acute — genuine  Interest 
in  the  experiment  makes  good  com¬ 
munity  citizens. 

Most  interesting  though  was  the 
description  of  "inter-collegiate  week¬ 
ends  for  informal  discussions."  Pre¬ 
sident  Warren  describes  a  visit  by 
Sarah  Lawrence  girls  to  a  group  of 
Princeton  boys  where  the  piece  de 
resistance  was  a  talkfest  on  social 
problems  in  human  relations.  The 
possibility  is  raised  that  propaganda 
will  replace  the  prom.

,  Yes.  the  pep  squads.,  look  nice, 
they  put  on  nice  stunts  at  the  half 
at  basketball  and  foptball  games, 
and  I’m  not  suggesting  that  pep 
organizations ,  be  disbanded  entirely 
on  the  campus,  for  they  are  a 
tradition  here  and  I  believe  in 
maintaining  all  traditions,  But 
what  I’m  fussing  about  is  the 
evident  uselessness  of  having  two 
of  them.  When  these  two  organiza¬ 
tions  want  to  present  a  stunt  or  at¬ 
traction  of  some  kind  they  seem 
unable  to  cooperate  with  each  other, 
and  eaqh  is  too  small  in.  itself  to 
dp  all  .  the  things  they,  want  to  do.

It  Is  supposed  to  be  bad  taste  and 
bad  thinking  to  indulge  in  destruc¬ 
tive  criticism  without  something 
constructive  to  take  its  place,  so 
here  goes  with  my  plan,,  embryonic 
as  ;it  is,  for  the  formation  of  .  a 
better,  more  coordinated,  and  more 
cooperative  pep  squad.

Report  Reveals 
Similarity  of 
Institutons 


The  annual  report  of  the  Car¬ 
negie  Foundation  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Teaching,  released  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  18,  as  usual  made  the  head¬ 
lines.  Also  ns  usual,  only  the  sen¬ 
sational  statements  were  featured, 
s  in  the  ‘New  York  Herald-Tribune': 
“Carnegie  Study  Assails  Colleges’ 
Gifts  Scramble.”  The  really  start¬ 
ling  conclusion  in  the  report  of  the 
President  of  the  Foundation,  Dr. 
Walter  A.  Jessup,  is  that  there  is 
now  a  remarkable  similarity  in  all 
respects  between  public  and  private 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  The 
two  types  of  institution,  Dr.  Jessup 
indicates,  "admit  much  the  same 
type  of  student."  turn  out  the  same 
"end-product,  the  graduate,”  reveal 
indistinguishable  attitudes  “toward 
their  social  responsibilities,"  have 
much  the  same  standards  and  work¬ 
ing  conditions  for  their  faculties, 
and  similar  physical  equipment. 

There  are  significant  differences 
between  private  and  public  colleges, 
however— and  these  quite  unex¬ 
pected.  Dr.  Jessup  cites  the  most 
recent  survey  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Education  to  show  that  “private  in¬ 
stitutions  expend  relatively  more  for 
administration”  (14.9  as  against  9.6 
per  cent),  whereas  public  colleges 
and  universities  spend  proportion¬ 
ately  more  for  research  (8  as  against 
3.7  per  cent)."  The  relationships  of 
both  types  of  institution  to  the  com¬ 
munity  are  largely  identical.  "The 
pressures  of  society,”  said  Dr.  Jes¬ 
sup,  “are  much  the  same  for'  the 
two  kinds  of  institution,  whether 
expressed  informally,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  drop  in  the  demand  for 
courses  in  Greek  or  Latin,  or  di¬ 
rectly.  as  in  the  case  of  meeting 
the  legal  requirements  for  the 
various  professions.”

Tournament 


The  sole  purpose  of  the  National 
Youth  Administration  is,  to  quote  j 
from  the  federal  report  of  1938,  "to 
•help  youth  utilize  constructively  an 
extended  -period  between  school  and 
a  permanent  job  that  might  other¬ 
wise  be  wasted  in  idleness.  Certain 
methods  of  obtaining  this  end 
come  immediately  to  mind,  such  as: 
continuing  the  period  of  general 
education;  providing  work  which 
will  train  the  youth  for  regular  em¬ 
ployment:  extending  vocational 

training  and  job  placement  services; 
and  improving  recreational  and 
leisure-time  facilities  available  to 
young  -persons." 

During  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1.  1938  and  ending  June  30 
1939,  a  total  of  14.000  students  wen 
enabled  to  continue  their  educatior 
in  high  school  or  college  with  NYA 
assistance.  About  1000  high  school 
and  GO  colleges  and  universities  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  program.  Thi> 
year's  increased  allowance  of  $750,- 
000  for  Missouri  student  aid  wil; 
make  it  possible  for  the  National 
Youth  Administration  to  extend  its 
benefits  te  approximately  4,200  ad¬ 
ditional  needy  high  school  and  col¬ 
lege  students. 

The  students  are  provided  with 
jobs,  not  scholarships.  Work  is  re¬ 
quired  of  all  student  aid  recipient? 
and  the  experience  thus  acquired 
has  in  many  cases  proved  as  valu¬ 
able  as  the  wages  earned.  Clerical 
and  office  work;  library,  museum, 
and  laboratory  assistance;  the  con¬ 
ducting  of  forums;  adult  education¬ 
al  classes  and  other  civil  services; 
special  research;  and  grounds  and 
building  maintenance  are  among 
the  types  of  work  found  for  students 
to  perform.  In  the  case  of  College 
and  graduate  students,  a  special  ef¬ 
fort  is  made  to  assign  them  to  tasks 
consistent  with  the  course  of  study 
being  followed,  thus  giving  practical 
application  to  the  theory  of  the 
classroom.  /
